A.  Gillette*  president  of  th  Rochester  Numismatic 
Association  for  the  ensueing  year;  upon  tailing  the  ch,air  to  preside 
at  this  his  initial  meeting,  found  his  call  to  order  greeted  by  an 
outburst  of  cries  for  speech.

"She 
replied  over  twenty  years  and  ohi  Dr.  I cannot  stand  it  another  minute#" 
Where  upon  the  Dr#  replied,  "I  have  a bunch  of  twenty— five 
people  here  whom  I am  treating  for  Bementla  Numismatitics  and  as  soon  as 
I am  through  I will  call  and  attend  to  your  case#" 

Henry  Chapman  was  called  upon  and  made  a very  enthusiastic 
speech  and  described  his  experiences  of  the  great  Jenks  sale  and  stated 
that  he  was  very  glad  to  come  up  to  Rochester  as  arelaxation  after  the 
long  and  trying  ordeal  of  preparing  the  catalogue  and  going  through  with 
the  greatest  sale  ever  held  in  America  which  realized  considerably  over 
61,000  dollars  and  lasted  ten  days.  He  also  exhibited  a very  fine 
specimen  of  the  George  Clinton  cent. 


The  proof  of  the  Presidential  medal  for  1921  containing  the 
bust  of  Ex— President  w#  H#  Amberg  was  also  exhibited  and  everyone  agreed 
that  it  was  very  flattering  and  made  our  Ex— President  resemble  a young 
Phoebus  Apollo,  we  know  t hat itt jfawi;il  be  prized  by  all  the  members  and  we 
all  agreed  that  every  enthusiastic  meaalist  in  the  A#  n.  A#  should  have 


a copy  in  his  collection,  every  one  agreed  that  it  was  striking  in  its 
beauty  and  contrasted  strongly  with  the  homely  Peace  Dollar  recently 
issued  by  the  Government  and  passed  upon  by  the  Pine  Arts  committee  and 
Brother  chapman  who  had  seen  other  specimens  submitted  to  the  committee 

criticised  the  homely  and  un-American  head  selected  for  the  Goddess  of 
Liberty,  we  all  agreed  that  any  lady  present  would  have  furnished  a 
much  better  model  for  an  American  Goddess  of  Liberty.  The  opinion  was 
expressed  that  a y man  compelled  to  sit  opposite  such  a face  all  his 
life  would  have  aroused  in  his  system  the  belligerent  feelings  Of  war 
rather  than  the  benign  sentiment  of  Peace  which  the  coin  was  designed  to 
commemorate. 

Every  one  present  agreed  it  was  a shame  to  have  such  a homely 
coin,  poor  in  design,  sloppy  in  execution  and  evidently  the  result  of 
haste  and  oarelessn&as  repress  anting  for  years  to  coma  an  event  which 
should  have  been  much  more  suitably  commemorated. 

A committee  of  congress  could  if  eomposed  of  blockheads 
have  selected  a better  design  for  a coin  than  did  the  so  called  Pine 
Arts  Committee  who  selected  this  type  of  Goddess  of  Liberty  the  A.  N.  A. 
or  any  other  American  society  would  be  ashamed  of  such  medallio  art. 

The  best  genius  and  ialent  should  be  selected  for  any  future 
American  coinage. 

Outside  of  this, unpleasant  subject  every  other  matter  discussed 
was  pleasant  and  entertaining.
